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This is a decision on applicant's "Request For Corrected Notice of Acceptance And Filing 
Receipt" filed 21 August 2005 in the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). The 
request is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181. No petition fee is due. 



On 04 January 2005, applicant filed a transmittal letter for entry mto the national stage in 
the United States which was accompanied by the requisite basic national fee as required by 35 
U. S . C. 3 7 1 (c)( 1 ) and a first preliminary amendment. 

On 14 February 2005, applicant filed an executed combined declaration and power of 
attorney and assignment document. 

On 10 August 2005, applicant was mailed a "Notification of Acceptance" (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/903) indicating a 371 date of receipt of the 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (c)(2) and (c)(4) 
requirements as 04 January 2005. 

On 21 August 2005, applicant filed the present petition claiming that the 371 requirements 
were satisfied on 14 February 2005. 



A review of the application file finds the original declaration and power of attorney 
contained therein. The document is stamped "OIPE JC174 FEB 14 2005 Patent & Trademark 
Office."

The combined declaration and power of attorney was the last of the 35 U.S.C. 371 requirements 
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to be satisfied. As such, it is proper to grant applicant's petition at this time. In addition, the 
declaration and international application show that the country of origin of the priority document 
was Denmark, not Panama as reflected on the filing receipt. This item will be changed as well.

The "Notification of Acceptance of Application Under 35 U.S.C. 371 and 37 CFR 1.494 
or 1.495" (Form PCT/DO/EO/903) mailed 10 August 2003 indicating a date of 04 January 2005 
under 35 U.S.C. 371(c) is hereby VACATED .
